WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 (AP) 
—Secretary of Labor Arthur J. 
Goldberg announced today a 
new appeal from President Ken- 
nedy to both sides in the General 
Motors labor dispute to settle 
differences and reopen G.M. 
plants throughout the country. 

Goldberg read the appeal on 
a television program, NBC's 
**Today.”’ On his own part, Gold- 
berg said he hoped differences 
could be worked out promptly 
and that General Motors plants 
everywhere would be operating 
again by Monday. 

Text of Appeal. 


Goldberg read the following 
statement: 


“Il have a message from the 
President to the parties of the 
General Motors labor dispute. 

“The nation is just emerging 
from a recession. It is obviously 
not in the national interest to 
have a prolonged shutdown in 
the automobile industry. I know 
that both parties have problems, 
but both also have an obligation 
to the country to settle these lo- 
cal differences quickly and ex- 
peditiously. I would certainty 
hope by this weekend that the 
problems between G.M. and the 
union can be resolved and the 
plants put back in full opera- 
tion. So let’s get on with the 
job and finish it. 

“The over-all settlement that 
has been concluded is fair to 
the workers, fair to the indus- 
try and, in my opinion, will not 
lead to any increase in auto 
prices. By next Monday morn- 
ing all of the plants of General 
Motors ought. to be fully at 
work. 

Urges Price Stability. 

“With respect to steel the 
President has made an appeal 
to both the industry and the un- 
jon to exercise restraint and re- 
sponsibility with respect to both 
prices and wages.

Senators Indicate Woods Won’t 


Be Nominated for Top Aid Post 


White House Said to haere Them He Is 
No Longer Considered—Kennedy 
Has 60 Days to ‘Act.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14—New 
indications appeared today that 
President Kennedy has dropped 
George D. Woods, a Republican 
investment banker, from con- 
sideration as head of the rew 
foreign aid agency. 

Senators who have been op- 
posing Woods for the job have 
been assured oy the White House 
that he no longer is being con- 
sidered. 

Earlier, a hizgh Administration 
official, who had just been talk- 
ing with President Kennedy, said 
that Woods would not receive 
the nomination. 

Mr. Kennedy has 60 days in 
which to name a director and 11 
other top officials in the new 
Agency for International Devel- 
opment, created by the foreign 
aid bill he signed Sept. 4. The 
agency will absorb the Interna- 
tional Co-operation Administra- 
tion, the Development Loan Fund 
and some functions of the Ex- 
port-Import Bank. It will not 
take over the Peace Corps or 
the Food for Peace program. 

No Decision Reported. 

White House press secretary 
Pierre Salinger, when ques- 
tioned about the new report, 
said, “No decision has been 
made on that subject.’”’ This is 
the same position the White 
House has taken officially 


throughout the controver- 
sy. Spokesmen have said the 
New York banker is one of 


three men being considered for 
the job but have maintained no 
selection has been made. 

The White House assurance 
that Woods would not be named 
was given to one of a group of 
Senators who have been working 
behind the scenes to block the 
nomination. 

The Senator, who would not 
authorize the use of his name, 
said he had been told that 
Woods no longer was in line for 
the job. The same Senator two 
days ago had come from a White 
House meeting with the under- 
standing that Woods was fore-

other progressive organizations 
of the working class. It facili- 
tates the struggle the people 
wage against aggressive military 
blocs NATO, SEATO and 
CENTO), against foreign mili- 
tary bases.

There is some classified 
United States assistance that is 
not included in the tabulation. 


IT CAN BE SEEN that the 
United States, including its con- 
tributions to United Nations as- 
sistance, has furnished about 
nine billion to the 25 so-called 
unaligned nations, while the So- 
viet Union has supplied about 
five billion 

The United States aid is in full 
accord with its aims in foreign 
assistance to developing coun- 
tries. It can be seen, however, 
that the massive Soviet aid has 
been intended to be used to pen- 
etrate specific countries and to 
extend the Communist foothold 
in Southeast Asia, South Asia, 
North Africa and South Africa. 

The Belgrade declaration of 
the conference was harsher than 
Tito’s opening address.

Yet the belief persists 
that, sooner or later, the Soviets 
will come to the negotiating ta- 
ble. It is on this assumption that 
the Western ministers are mak- 
ing another effort to arrive at 
an agreed position that will 
allow for some substantial bar- 
gaining and at the same time 
preserve the freedom. of West 
Berlin. 


IN THE CURRENT dead cen- 
ter atmosphere, the familiar 
shackles seem to be hobbling 
American policy. The vetoes out 
of the past are still operating 
to prevent the bold new ap- 
proaches that had been hopefully 
expected from the new Admin- 
istration, 

This may be illustrated in a 
painful fashion at the coming 
session of the General Assembly 
of the United Nations, The ad- 
mission of Outer Mongolia to the 
U. N. is likely to come up early 
in the session. If this is vetoed 
in the Security Council by Na- 
tionalist China, as it almost cer- 
tainly will be, the United States 
will find itself on a tough spot. 

That action will alienate the 
African nations that were once 
| part of the French empire. These 


nations are detenmined to 
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bring Mauritania into the U.N. 
and this can be done only as a 


trade for admission of Outer 
Mongolia. The Communist bloc 
is saying, “Admit Outer Mon- 


golia or we will continue to block 
Mauritania.” 


HAVING BROKEN on Outer 
Mongolia, the new African na- 
tions will almost certainly go on 
to vote in the Assembly in favor 
of admitting Red China. They 
would swing the balance, as mat- 
ters now stand. That would 
mean a crisis of shattering pro- 
portions in the United States re- 
lationship to the world organ- 
ization, It would mean a rising 
tide of resentment in Congress 
and the country, jeopardizing 
the existence of that relation- 
ship. 

Since the Kennedy Adminis- 
tration came into office, endless 
hours have been devated to the 
search for a_ solution of the 
China puzzle. A number of pro- 
posals have been put forward, 
most of them having to do with 
the ‘“‘two Chinas” view of the 
problem —that is having Red 
China and Nationalist China as 
members. 


But these have all been re- 
jected as too obviously meant to 
insure that Communist China is 
kept out while the United States 
pretends to be willing to admit 
the Peiping regime. For Peiping 
has said repeatedly that the ‘‘two 
Chinas” policy is unacceptable.

Nothing Odd-Ball About It 


It is a remarkable critique on our 
civilization that there seems to be 
an effort to ‘paint as ‘‘odd balls’ 
those who have the mental sta- 
bility to face the possible realities 
of the future by building and arm- 
ing a fallout shelter. 

A person would have to be a fool, 
blind, or both, to fail to realize that 
there is a distinct possibility that 
we will be involved in a nuclear 
war at some dreaded time in the 
future. Anyone who has considered 
the problem realistically knows that 
the availability of fallout shelters 
tremendously increases the chances 
of the survival of the individual, the 
country and our way of life. 


Even a slight knowledge of the 
reaction of the unprepared individu- 
al to the start of such a war and the 
realization that the safety factor of 
a fallout shelter is not merely the 
shell, but both the shell and its 
minimal contents for sustaining life 
for a period of up to two weeks, 
causes one to realize that people 
who come into a shelter which does 
not have both room and equipment 
for them can be almost as great a 
hazard as the fallout itself. 

The keys to proper availability of 
fallout shelters are not a few large 
Government shelters but rather the 
encouragement and even require- 
ment that new structures have fall- 
out shelters, and the encouragement 
of the building of fallout shelters 
in existing homes and buildings. 


If each home in the St. Louis area 
had a fallout shelter a bomb drop- 
ping in the center of the city would 
probably kill and seriously injure 
a much smaller fraction of the total 
populace than if there were a lim- 
ited number of large shelters. 


The minute men of this country 
took up rifles to protect their fam- 
ilies. Today every American has the 
opportunity to help protect his own 
family with a few concrete blocks.

If He Moves Boldly 


An exceptional opportunity awaits Presi- 
dent Kennedy in the address to the United 
Nations General Assembly which he is re- 
ported to be planning for next week. It is 
good news that he has decided to make a per- 
sonal appearance, and even better that he may 
present a far-reaching plan for disarmament 
and for economic development by U.N, 
agencies. 

He would be justified also in condemning 
the Soviet resumption of nuclear tests and 
calling upon the U.N. to react to that event 
more decisively than did the unaligned na- 
tions at Belgrade. But mere denunciation can 
defeat its own purpose unless it is linked to 
positive and constructive proposals. If the 
President presents a concrete and specific 
disarmament plan which is bold enough and 
sincere enough to catch the imagination of the 
U.N. delegates, he can convince the world 
that, whatever may be the motives of the 
Soviets, the United States at least is ready 
now to march down the only road that leads 
to real security for every nation. 


As Mr. Kennedy must be well aware, how- 
ever, to make the most of his opportunity he 
must break out of the patterns of the past. 
Just another speech calling upon the Russians 
to yield to our position on disarmament will 
be received as such. Every U.N. delegate 
knows that this problem, which is central to 
every other cold war problem, cannot be 
solved by tightening up the old deadlock be- 
tween Soviet fears of inspection without dis- 
armament and Western fears of disarmament 
without inspection. 

Many U.N. delegates no doubt can remem- 
ber that in 1955, just after the Soviets had 
surprised everybody by accepting the princi- 
ples of the Western disarmament plan which 
they had been opposing, President Eisen- 
hower in effect raised the ante by demanding 
“open skies” as a condition precedent to dis- 
armament. So a new American initiative is 
appropriate; but it should be an initiative 
which opens doors instead of closing them, 
which aims at real achievement and not a 
propaganda exploit. 

The report that Mr. Kennedy will also dis- 
cuss economic development at the U.N. gives 
rise to the hope that he may have in mind 
reviving an idea once eloquently propounded 
by the late Senator Brien McMahon—the idea 
of making a start toward disarmament by the 
transfer of specific funds from military to 
peaceful purposes. 

What would happen if Mr. Kennedy pro- 
posed, for instance, that the United States 
and the U.S.S.R. transfer a definite percent- 
age of their present military budgets to a 
U.N. fund for economic development? This 
would not be a satisfactory substitute for a 
full-fledged disarmament treaty under inter- 
national inspection and control. But it could 
be a sound preliminary step, to create an at- 
mosphere of confidence in which the treaty 
could be negotiated. 
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The actual delivery of cash to the U.N. 
treasury would be in itself a token of good 
faith, and other means of verification of the 
budget cuts could be devised. Meanwhile ne- 
gotiations could be proceeding for a compre- 
hensive treaty, fully safeguarded by interna- 
tional inspection and control, to govern the 
gradual dismantling of nuclear and conven- 
tional arsenals. If the negotiations failed, 
the transfer of arms funds to the U.N. could 
stop; if they succeeded, the transfers could 
be stepped up. 

Whether by some such proposal or by an- 
other, it is essential, if the President is to 
speak of disarmament at all, to speak of it in 
terms that inspire and convince. Let us re- 
member that not everybody in the world is 
deeply persuaded that the United States wants 
disarmament. The unaligned countries’ dis- 
appointing failure to denounce the Soviet 
resumption of nuclear tests has been widely 
attributed to their military weakness and fear 
of Soviet “terror.” Is it not equally possible 
that the real reason was a distressing suspi- 
cion that East and West are equally to. blame 
for the arms race? 

This may be untrue, but if a large portion 
of the world believes it there is good reason 
why American policy should put the matter 
beyond dispute. It is within the President’s 
power to do that at the U.N. if he will move 
boldly enough. 


Desire for the Elms 


The desire of the residents of Litchfield, 
Conn., to preserve their colonial heritage of 
elm-lined streets is commendable, but replac- 
ing disease-killed trees with new American 
elms seems to be tempting fate. Like many 
other communities, Litchfield has suffered 
from the Dutch elm disease. There is no cer- 
tainty the disease can be controlled, or that 
the new elms will not in time succumb, The 
usual practice has been to replace elms with 
hardier trees, but elms have been one of the 
glories of the New England landscape, even 
as they have graced communities in many 
parts of the country. If the young Litchfield 
elms survive, it will encourage tree-lovers 
elsewhere. 


What School Aid Needs 


Action taken by the Senate last Tuesday on 
school assistance means almost certainly that 
the big aid-to-education program will not have 
‘a chance for passage until 1963. The reason 
is that the Senate sided with the House in vot- 
ing to continue for two years, rather than one 
year as President Kennedy asked, the popular 
defense education and impacted areas pro- 
grams. These are needed to “sweeten” an 
omnibus bill. 

Perhaps the delay can be used to good ad- 
vantage, for it is obvious that a good deal of 
missionary work must be done. The House 
has rejected the program four times in recent 
years, and its principal sponsor there, Repre- 
sentative Thompson of New Jersey, thinks an- 
other attempt at passage may not be feasible 
before 1965. Mr. Kennedy should use the 
period, whatever its duration, to try to create 
strong grass roots sentiment that will be re- 
flected in future House action. 

To overcome the opposition he will have to 
appeal to Southern Democrats, Republicans 
and members of the Catholic church, particu- 
larly to Cardinal Spellman of New York and 
his followers among the church hierarchy. 
The Republicans object because the program 
represents an expansion of the federal estab- 
lishment and will swell the budget, the South- 
erners because they think it would speed ra- 
cial integration, and the hierarchy because 
construction loans for parochial schools are 
not included. 


Although opposition from any one of the 
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three groups is obviously formidable, the core 
of the trouble lies, as it has so often in the 
past, in the Republican-Southern Democratic 
coalition. But Mr. Kennedy should be able, 
if he will patiently and thoroughly explain to 
the country the need for the legislation—and 
the reasons why it cannot be extended to 
church schools—to win enough votes from each 
of the three groups to put together a winning 
combination. He should start promptly. 


Powers To Be Used 


Superintendent of Instruction Hickey pos- 
sesses both the background and the leader- 
ship ability to make the most effective use 
possible of the broad new powers with which 
he has been clothed by the School Board’s re- 
form-minded majority. 

In effect he has now become the system's 
first chief executive, the Board’s chosen agent 
overseeing the proper functioning of all de- 
partments, instructional and non-instructional 
alike. On the basis of his extensive back- 
ground, it is doubtful if a better-qualified 
man could be found for the job. 

Mr. Hickey has seen virtually all facets of 
the St. Louis school system since his days as 
principal of Carondelet School in the earty 
1920s. His experience includes two terms as 
the Board’s Secretary-Treasurer, a hitch as 
Assistant Superintendent in charge of busi- 
ness affairs, and the top post in the Instruc- 
tion Department since 1944. In the last few 
years he also has been the Board’s budget 
officer and chief administrator of the old 
Supply Department. It ought to be extremely 
difficult for anybody to pull the wool over 
his eyes. 


Power exists to be used, and if Mr. Hickey 
contents himself with merely running the sys- 
tem down the same old tracks, or tinkering 
slightly with the engine, he won’t be perform- 
ing up to the high level of his potential or 
the high hopes of the Board’s majority. His 
big job, it seems to us, is to employ his inside 
knowledge and professional abilities to recom- 
mend operational changes that will enhance 
the capabilities of the Instruction Department 
and cut away some of the extraneous activi- 
ties of the non-instructional departments. 

The Kearney report made several sugges- 
tions along this line. It might be timely 
now for Mr. Hickey personally to review them 
in light of the continuing economic need to 
make the greatest possible use of tax income 
to support classroom instruction. We are 
confident the Superintendent’s ideas wil! re- 
ceive a friendly reception from the majority 
headed by Board President Schlafly. The re- 
form group wants sound suggestions for 
change; that is why they have installed Mr. 
Hickey in the top job. 


Mechanical Man in Orbit 


The more austere aspects of scientific in- 
vestigation were greatly enhanced by the 
mechanical astronaut which orbited the earth 
in a Mercury capsule. The 106-minute orbit 
was a coldly scientific experiment—and one 
of the first magnitude—in which a box of 
instruments registered physiological reactions 
such as Alan Shepard and Virgil Grissom un- 
derwent in their short suborbital hops. Much 
was learned with no risk of life. 

The flight path was within one mile of the 
planned low point and within six of the high. 
This was precision. And the landing of the 
capsule within 40 miles of target in the At- 
lantic seems satisfactory at least. Automatic 
devices worked perfectly, including the dou- 
ble check on the retro-rockets which slow 
the capsule sufficiently so it responds to 
earth’s pull of gravity. The automatie timer 
fired them and a ground station at Guaymas, 
Mexico, sent a radio signal which would have 
ignited them if the timer had failed. The 
McDonnell Mercury capsule functioned per- 
fectly as a vehicle, withstanding 2000-degree 
re-entry heat and high gravitational pull. 
The globe-girdling flight control network did 
its tracking and messaging. 

The Atlas launching missile was success- 
ful this time but it must be remembered that 
although it has performed well in military 
tests the Atlas has a poor record as a capsule 
booster. If the improvements made on Atlas 
have rendered it reliable, and if the Mer- 
cury’s life support system stood up, perhaps 
the time is near at hand for orbiting a man. 


More Room in the House? 


Though Speaker Rayburn has suddenly 
modified his stern opposition to increasing 
the size of the House of Representatives, spon- 
sors of the proposal have little time in which 
to take advantage of his switch. The session 
is drawing to a close, and the Judiciary Com- 
mittee already has killed all 20 bills for 
adding House seats. 

Mr. Rayburn advised members, from Texas 
where he is recuperating from an illness, that 
he would accept a compromise. Earlier he 
had opposed any increase, and the committee 
supported him even in his absence. One bill 
lost in the shuffle would have increased the 
House membership from 435, the figure set 
00 years ago, to 469. But the committee even 
voted by 15 to 14 against increasing the mem- 
bership by three, to account for Alaska and 
Hawaii (to accommodate those states the 
House temporarily has 437 members). 


Chairman Celler said passage of any of 
these bills would have opened a “pandora’s 
box” of amendments to aid the 16 states which 
are losing seats. Illinois, Alabama, Minneso- 
ta, Pennsylvania and Massachusetts also face 
the possibility of at-large elections of their 
Congressmen because their legislatures were 
unable to agree on redistricting. 

At-large elections are several kinds of a 
political nightmare. They are expensive; in 
Illinois it is estimated that a serious state- 
wide campaign might cost a candidate $300,- 
000. They are confusing; in Illinois also the 
primaries could draw several hundred candi- 
dates. And they tend toward winner-take- 
all results for the parties; in 1932, during the 
Roosevelt victory, the Republicans won, only 
three seats out of 47 in at-large elections in 
Missouri, Kentucky, Minnesota and Virginia. 
In the Judiciary Committee this time, Repub- 
licans opposed the increase bills, evidently 
on: the theory that they have more to gain 
than to lose by at-large elections in the ques- 
tionable states. 

Regardless of politics, Mr. Rayburn’s posi- 
tion has been sound. No state likes to lose 
House seats but those which, like Missouri, 
took their losses and redrew their district 
lines have a right to expect other states to do 
the same.

Between Book Ends British Diplomat’s View 


JAPAN, by Sir Esler Dening, (Praeger, 
263 pgs., Clothbound, $5; paperback, 
$1.85.) 


Sir Esler Dening retired as British 
ambassador to Japan four years ago, 
and now in retirement has written 
one of the most satisfactory studies of 
contemporary Japan to be published 
in English. “Japan’’ is the product 


of years of intimate acquaintance with 


Japan and the Japanese, and a care for 
scholarship typical of the British diplo- 
matic service. 


In writing “Japan,’”’ Dening makes 
no pretension to duplicate the work of 
Sir George Sanson. In a sense, he 
complements his fellow Briton whose 
works on Japan have given him recog- 
‘nition as probably the most knowledge- 
able authority on Japan in the English- 
speaking world. (Only United States 
ambassador to Japan, Edwin O. Reisch- 
auer, rivals Sir George).

On the other hand, this is a book writ- 
ten for general consumption, and too 
detailed an account might well turn 
some readers away. 


On the postwar years, Dening is per- 
haps at his best. Prior to 1940, one 
suspects he relied a little too heavily 
on memory which, although good, is 
not good enough. The most valuable 
part of his book is that which deals 
with the impact of the new era on 
Japan. Here he treats of the political 
and cultural adjustments made by 
Japan during and after the Occupation. 
He makes frequent and careful com- 
parisons of the new with the old. In

He 
was looking for his fortune and he sailed to India and back 
Without finding it but he got a lot of whittling done on board 
ship. He whittled out a dummy model of a revolver and 
eventually that’s where 
his fortune was, in the re- 
volver. 

Sam had a model made 
of his revolver, in metal, 
and got an English patent 
in 1835 and a United States 
patent in 1836. I do not 
know what was done for 
Sam Colt’s memory in 
England last year but the 
pistol-making company he 
left behind can’t do too 
much for him in the United 
States this year, celebrat- 
ing the 125th anniversary 
of the United States patent. 

What the company likes 
to do best is let the cus- 
tomers help in the cele- 
brating, buying gold-plated 
Se models of the Colt .45 re- 
volver at $75 a copy. The 
WACK RICE 45 Colt is the handgun 
that made the old West wild and keeps the new West going 
strong_n. television. Without Colt's marvelous revolver the 
West Wndld have been a single-shot action, leaving television 
wide open-for spot commercials while the gunslingers tediously 
reloaded=

me the gold-plated Colts. The Goodman brothers have 
a gun store downtown and part of the store looks like 
a brand-new arsenal and part of it is a display of old 
guns, some so old they have the look of being fashioned 
in advance of gunpowder, on blind faith the Chinese 
would get around to that. 


The Goodman brothers will lean on the counters with a 
man all day, giving the impression they’d rather talk about 
guns than sell them.

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How to Succeed Through Exercise 
Debbie Drake’s Work, Including TV Show, Makes Her Healthy, Wealthy

EIGHT YEARS AGO, Debra 
Bellah was weak, run down, un- 
happy and, worse than that, she 
was working at a sitdown office 
job and spreading at the bottom 
and shrinking at the top. 

Today, as Debbie Drake, she 
is a magnetic blonde with a 
figure at which men whistle 
when they’re not gulping or 
drooling. Her exercise program 
is televised in 70 cities in the 
United States, Canada and Mex- 
ica (including Channel 11, KPLR- 
TV in St. Louis), She has writ- 
ten a book, is syndicating a 
hewspaper column and says she 
expects to gross $80,000 this 
year, 

You should hate a woman like 
that, but it’s difficult to hate 
Debbie, who is pretty-as a pic- 
ture, friendly as a puppy dog 
and almost breathlessly dedicat- 
ed to the ideal of the body beau- 
tiful and healthy. 

“Every year the figure gets 
better,” says Debbie, speaking 
impersonally of her most obvious 
asset, ‘‘and it’s all due to exer. 
cise and proper diet. I’m proof 
that anyone can do it. Why, my 
thighs used to be two or three 
inches bigger around than my 
waist is now. I can remember 
when my bust was only 36.” 

Today her bust is 3814, waist 
2244, hips 36. She is 5 feet 5, 
weighs 113 pounds and never lets 
her weight get over 116 for fear 
she might go back to the 128 she 
once weighed.

“I had always accepted the 
fact that as you got older you 
got heavier,” she said, “but my 
weight was all in the wrong 
places. I worked as a secretary 
for a finance company in Dallas, 
Tex. I sat in an office all day 
and I was really spreading. 

Also, I was eating five meals 
a day and getting fat. 


“TI tried doing exercises but I 
didn’t know what kind to do. 
I looked at muscle magazines 
for men but they didn’t help 
either. Then I asked around 
about reducing salons. Someone 
took me to one and I applied 
for a job, not so much because I 
wanted to work there but be- 
cause I wanted to get the inside 
story so I could help myself. 

“It was a nightmare in the 
beginning. I worked out with 
other people all day long but I 
wouldn’t put on leotards until 
after everyone had gone be- 
cause I didn’t want the custom- 
ers to see my figure. I did my 
workouts after hours. Soon I was 
the ‘before and after’ example 
at the salon, 


“Diet was involved, too. I 
changed my eating habits com- 
pletely to better foods, more 
protein and salads. I love sweets 
and I’m still like an alcoholic 
when I go by a candy store. 
I’d been ill and had a low blood 
sugar content so I needed sweets 
but I learned to eat fruit in- 
stead.. I'd eat a meal of 600 
calories but it would be all fruit, 
even figs which are high in cal- 
ories but good for you. 

“A lot of people can’t make a 
drastic change in diet so for 
them I recommend that they 
start slowly, maybe forming one 
good habit a day, like fruit in- 
stead of dessert. Others need an 
abrupt change. For them I rec- 
ommend a crash diet to get 
them started. Just three days, 
no longer.” 


What is the latest in crash 
diets? Debbie suggests one 
half cup of cottage cheese and 
a ripe sliced banana and a 
glass of skimmed milk. Very 
satisfying. Eat the same thing 
for three days, breakfast, 
lunch and dinner. 


And at bedtime? Debbie looked 
pained. 

“That’s the very worst time. 
Never eat after 6 o’clock at 
night. Move your dinner hour 
back to 5:30 and you'll wake up 
thinner in the morning.” 

And if you wake up, ravenous 
and miserable at 2 a.m.? Well, 
for the habitual bedtime snack- 
er who can’t kick the habit, Deb- 
bie sanctions a small glass of 
skimmed milk. 

The new way of life paid off 
for Debbie. After she’d learned 
the ropes in the reducing salon, 
she’s started her own, in 1955.

Before long she had a chain. 
One salon in Dayton, O., did so 
well that she moved there. A 
television producer, called in to 
judge a beauty contest staged as 
part of her encouragement to 
successful reducers, suggested 
that she try a TV show. 

“TIT was a real amateur,”’ she 
says with a laugh. “‘I filmed a 
couple of commercials to start 
out and my knees shook so, I 
had to lean against a table to 
steady myself.

fer from your neighbors. 

In evaluating your own fam- 
ly’s needs, you might keep in 
answers to these three 
questions 

1. WHOSE LIVES SHOULD BE 
INSURED? Most families would 
feel real financial need only if 
the chief breadwinner died. Of 
course, the death of any family 
member would be a shock and 
funeral expenses might be diffi- 
cult to pay, but the main income 
would continue. ~ Real financial 
tragedies happen when the fam- 
ily income is cut off—and there 
is little or no insurance money to 
replace it. 

Experts agree that if the father 
is the sole support, most or all 
the insurance should be on his 
life. Many young families also 
add a policy on the wife’s life. 
While no could replace a 
mother in the home, such a poli- 
cy would provide. funds for 
skilled help to keep the family 
going, for a time at least 

2. HOW MUCH INSURANCE 
SHOULD YOU CARRY? The 
amount of insurance most people 
carry generally depends as much 
upon their income as upon the 
amount of protection they actual- 
ly need. Some studies have shown 
that the typical American fam- 
ily puts aside three per cent of 
its income for life insurance— 
that the man who earns $150 a 
week will set aside $4.50 of it in 
this way. 

As a minimum, strive to pro- 
vide insurance equal to three to 
five years’ income. If you earn 
$5000 a year, you would there- 
fore want at least $15,000 worth 
of insurance 

3 WHICH KIND OF INSUR- 
ANCE IS BEST FOR YOU? 
Basically, there are three kinds 
of policies: 

Term insurance is pure protec- 
tion—usually nothing else. It al- 
ways has an expiration period 
when, the protection runs out. 
While this might be only one 
year, it is usually five or 10 
years. 

Premiums are based upon 
your age when it is written. 
Thus the same amount of protec- 
tion costs more and more the 
older you get. Moreover, most 
companies will not renew any 
term policies after you are 55 or 
60. 

Some policies are also conver- 
tible. Within prescribed periods, 
and without an additional medical 
examination, you can switch to 
a policy in which you have a 
cash value and which will con- 
tinue in force throughout your,

Premiums on such a 

policy per thousand dollars of in 

surance are of course higher 
Term insurance provides max-

imum protection at the lowest 
premium outlay. 

Straight or ordinary life in- 
surance is permanent. Unlike 


term policies, on which premiums 
increase each time you renew, 
the premiums on straight life in- 
surance remain the same all your 
life. They are the average ol 
what you might be expected to 
pay at various ages of a normal 
life. Therefore, they are much 
higher than term insurance pre 
miums when you are young, and 
much lower when you are older 

The extra amounts you pay in 


the early years of the policy 
create a cash value available to 
horrow if needed. or to take as 


cash or income should you de- 
cide to give up your policy 
Endowment insurance empha- 
sizes savings features more than 
protection. Endowment policies 
are also written for specified pe- 
riods, often 10 or 20 years. At 
the end of the period, you may 


take the full amount of the 
policy in cash or as income. 
The premium rates per thou- 
sand are higher than for any 


other policy. As a result, cash 
values build rapidly. 
Some popular policies combine 


straight life with term or with 
endowmem insurance, or term 
with endowment, or even all 


three types together. 


There are literally hundreds of 


other insurance plans. All em- 
phasize some special type of 
coverage which may—or may 


not—be suitable for you. In ad- 
dition, many “‘riders’’ can be 
written into almost any policy 
The most common are: 

Double Indemnity. This pro- 
vides that your beneficiary will 
receiVe double the face value if 
you die an accidental death. The 
cost of this rider is slight. 

Disability Income. Also avail- 
able for an extra premium, this 
will give you a specified income 
if you become totally disabled— 
suffer the loss of eyesight or the 
use of both hands or arms, for 
example 

Disability Waiver of Premium. 
This stipulates that your insur- 
ance will become full paid-up if 
you become totally disabled and 
thus lose your earning power 
Many experts recommend this 
relatively inexpensive extra be- 
cause it would mean continuing 
to have your insurance prograin 
intact when most, needed. 

Where you obtain your policies 
may make the difference be- 
tween a program which will be 
easy to handle and which will 
provide adequate protection, and 
one which could burden you 
while you live and yet give an 
inadequate sum to your benefi- 
ciary upon your death 

There are three main sources 
of insurance policies: 

GROUP INSURANCE, As its 
name implies, this type is usual- 
ly available to numbers of per- 
sons with something in common 
— employes in the same com- 
pany, members of a union or 
fraernal organization, even mem- 
bers of any club. It is usually 
term insurance and has no cash 
value 

Group insurance is such a bar- 
gain that most authorities agree 
that it should be bought by 
everyone who can do so. 

G.I. Insurance, or ‘national 
service life insurance, is a form 
of group insurance. The Govern- 
ment handles the program and 
pays the administration costs 
from taxes. Consequently, pre- 
mium rates are extremely low. 

CONVENTIONAL LIFE _IN- 
SURANCE COMPANIES. There 
are an estimated 600 life insur- 
ance companies in the United 
States. Most offer a complete 
selection of basic policies plus 
mnay special-feature policies to 
meet individual’ requirements. 
Therefore it is difficult, if not 
impossible, for the average per- 
son to select the company which 
offers the best rate on the policy 
which is best for him. 

As a practical matter, there- 
fore, you should choose a reliable 
company with an unblemished 
reputation—or an insurance agent 
with the same. 

If possible, choose an agent 
Who has the experience to answer 


your questions intelligent, to 


aesigzgn an insurance 
specifically for you, and who has 


program 


served your friends or acquaint 
ances satisiactorily. 

Avoid the high-pressure type 
who is determined to sell costly 
policies without regard for your 
own Remember that in 
addition to providing protection in

curity while you live 

SAVINGS BANK LIFE INSUR- 
ANCE. Savings banks may sell 
msurance only to residents in 
their own state Ihey do not 
offer the wide variety of plans 
sold by most insurance com 
panies. However, they sell the 
basic types—term, ordinary life

group insurance as well as cet 
tain other speci | poli Les 

You may not—get a 
bargain by buying life insurance 
by mail. Before you do so, you 
should thoroughly investigate the 
company, establish beyond doubt 
that it is licensed to do business 
in your state, and make certain 
that it is reliable and has a good 
record of performance 

Keep your policies in a safe 
place. Your survivors should be 
familiar with the the 
and should know what 
option are open.

Plans Announced 
For Children’s 


Annual Tour 


DETAILS of the fourth annual 
junior historians’ tour, opening 
fall event of the Missouri Hise- 
torical Society, are announced 
today by Mrs. Frank E. Pelton 
Jr., president of the society's 
Women’s Association which is co- 
sponsor of the trip with the Ran- 
dolph County (Illinois) Historical 
Society. 

The one-day tour by special 
bus, for children 8 years old 
and older, has been arranged for 
Sept. 30. It is a non-profit ac- 
tivity ‘“‘to provide first-hand 
glimpses of the white man’s early 
settlements in the valley, show- 
ing how he lived, what he wore 
and a sample of his favorite food, 
croquignoles.”’ 

One destination of the bus will 
be Fort Chartres, established by 
the French in 1718 and named 
for the Duc de Chartres, son of 
the French regent. The fort's 
outline, now in a state park, has 
been restored. The young tourists 
will explore the four-acre area 
with its imposing gate house, 
powder magazine, chapel, guard 
house and museum, 

The Rev. Theo Sieckmann, pas- 
tor of St. Joseph Catholic Church 
in nearby Prairie du Rocher, will 
describe the fort, with its 18-foot 
walls, known as the most formid- 
able in the valley. By the treaty 
of 1763, the area was ceded to 
the British, who finally aban- 
doned it in 1772. An exhibition 
of Indian dances will provide en- 
tertainment during the picnic 
hour. 

Fort Kaskaskia State Park, site 
of a fort established in 1733, will 
be the next stop. The children 


will hear a brief talk by 
John W. Allen, author and 
historian, and see a demon- 


stration of firing ancient guns. 
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Nearby ts Garrison Hill Ceme- 
tery, burial place of founders 
and residents of old Kaskaskia, 
which will be described by Mr. 
Ebers R. Schweizer. 


At the Pierre Menard House, 
the visitors will see an early 
mansion (1802) similar to a Lou- 
isiana plantation house, lavish by 
pioneer standards. Many of the 
furnishings, clothing and memen- 
tos on display belonged to the 
Menard family. Its builder, a 

of wealth, was the first 
lieutenant governor of Illinois. 
Made of hand-hewn timbers high 
on a foundation of stone blocks, 
the home was the scene of many 
socia| functions. 


In the separate stone kitchen, 
children will learn early cooking 
methods with the use of a huge 
fireplace and cavernous Dutch 
oven. Croquignoles, a French 
sweet, afd ehocolate will be 
served. 


En route, the Church of the 
Holy Family, built in 1799 in Ca- 
hakia, oldest Illinois town, and 
other historic sites and buildings 
will be pointed out. 

Busses will start from the field 
house, adjacent to Jefferson Me- 
morial at 9:30 in the morning. 
The children will return to the 
field house at 4:15 o’clock. Reser- 
vations will close Sept. 25.

Growing Too Tall? 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: Is there anything to keep a young 
girl from growing too tall? Though less than 13, she is five 
feet, eight inches tall. 

Being quite tall myself, I know how awkward one can feel, 
I'm three or more inches taller than most other women.

Have the child examined by an endocrinologist— 

a specialist in the endocrine glands which produce the 

various types of hormones. 

Growth is controlled by hormones of the pituitary 
gland. If these hormones are being preduced in nor- 
mal amounts, there is nothing to do about the situa- 
tion. However, if she is destined to be a tall woman, 
there is no point in trying to forestall nature. It is 
then simply a matter of quietly helping the girl to 
adjust to the fact that she is going to be tall. After all, 
this isn’t so bad if one seeks out the advantages of 
being tall, rather than fearing the disadvantages. 


The real problem is to determine whether the tallness is 
excessive. Height can run in families. 

How does one know whether height in a given case is 
excessive? One basic test is examination (by X-ray) of the 
rate at which the ends of long bones in the body are closing 
over. Although there is no way to predict accurately when 
a child will experience a sudden spurt in growth, the closure 
of the long bones shows whether the process of growing is 
about finished, or whether it is going to continue. 

Some infectious disease in childhood can trigger 

an excessive secretion of the growth hormone, so the 

child grows taller than nature intended. 

The important point is this: Specialized studies can 
distinguish abnormal growth from normal growth. 


There are other endocrine studies which will help confirm 
the decision. Not being an endocrinologist, I would just as 
soon skip trying to describe a highly technical procedure 
which is outside my own experience. 

Let’s boil it down to this: There are ways, not simple, but 
accurate, of determining which youngsters are destined to be 


tall naturally, and which are being influenced by some endo- 


crine (glandular) discrepancy. The latter type can be influ- 
enced medically. 

DEAR DR, MOLNER: None of my three uncles ever wore 
glasses, but their eyelids drooped. They bent their heads back 
in order to see ahead or upward, The upper lid on my eye is 


drooping a little and I am exercising the eyes like mad, scared 


half to death. Can you advise me. MRS. H. C. 
Why don’t you have yourself examined for myas- 
thenia gravis, a not-very-common but recognizable 
disorder which involves muscle weakening? It pre- 
dominates in older males, and can occur in families. 
Rest of involved muscles (saving strength for time of 
need) is useful, so I question “exercising the eyes like 
mad.” It is a rare condition, but worth checking. Now 
don’t jump to conclusions—this is not a diagnosis, 
but a suggestion.

WE WERE hardly off the 
presses last week when we start- 
ed getting replies to our request 
for recipes for Eccles cake and 
old fashioned hoe cake. 

Eccles cake, it turns out, is 
an old English pastry, dating 
from away back. While we re- 
ceived several recipes, no one 
seems to know what the name 
means. 

One of our readers, a native 
of England, writes, “‘I recall my 
childhood in England and the 
Eccles cake made by the famous 
baking and tea shop, Bolland’s, 
in Chester. It was not one large 
cake, but small cakes about the 


size of a small sauce dish. Here's - 


how they dre made, and the 
quantities are for one cake — 
multiply for the number desired: 

“Wash four tablespoons of cur- 
rants and let stand while mak- 
ing the pastry, covered with one 
teaspoon of sugar, one teaspoon 
of lemon juice and a tablespoon 
of melted butter. Add a teaspoon 
of chopped lemon peel or citron 
if desired. 

Now make a rich pastry, some- 
what richer than pie crust, but 
not quite as rich as puff pastry. 
Roll it out about an eighth of 
an inch thick and cut it into 
rounds about the size of a bread 
and butter plate. 

“Prick the center with a fork 
about four times. Place the fill- 
ing in the center, bring the outer 
edges together and seal it com- 
pletely, using water to stick the 
pastry together. You should have 
a small, round, filled cake. 

“Put it on a cookie sheet, fold- 
ed side down. Bake it in a 450 
degree oven for 10 minutes. Take 
it out, brush the top with a mix- 
ture of one egg beaten with a 
tablespoon of water. Put it back 
in the oven and bake it for 25 
to 30 minutes at 350 degrees.” 


IN MANCHESTER, England, 
on the other hand, Eccles cakes 
were somewhat spicier and more 
elaborate, according to another 
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The replies came pouring in. 


correspondent, also from Eng- 
land. Children in England, she 
explained, learned to bake pas- 
try by making Eccles cakes 
with just sugar and currants in 
them. 

In Manchester they did it like 
this: Make a short crust pastry 
with eight ounces of flour, four 
ounces of lard or margarine, two 
tablespoons of sugar and one tea- 
spoon of cinnamon, mixed with 
cold water and handled as little 
as possible. 


Roll it out as thin as possible. 
Cut it into rounds about five 
inches across and in the center 
of each put a heap of filling made 
as follows: 

Mix a half cup of clean white 
raisins, a fourth of a cup of 
chopped citrus peel, a fourth of 
a cup of creamed butter, half a 
teaspoon of mixed ground spice, 


i 
a fourth of a cup of currants, | 
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a tablespoon of brown sugar, a 
teaspoon of grated lemon peel 
and a tablespoon of rum (or 
two), 

Bring the outer edges together 
and seal, turn the bag over, press 
it a little with a rolling pin and 
cut three small slits in the top. 
Brush it with beaten egg and 
sprinkle it with sugar and bake 
it tor 15 minutes on a cookie 
sheet in a 450-degree oven. 


ANOTHER RECIPE comes 
from a reader who never lived 
in England. She found the recipe 
in an old English cookbook and 
Sent it along. -It presents still 
another variation, and you can 
take your choice.

demarara sugar or castor sugar. 
In old English recipes, it seems, 
demarara sugar is brown sugar 
and castor sugar is confectioners 
sugar.

At any rate, start with four 
ounces of either, mix with it four 
ounces of currants, a fourth of a 
teaspoon of cinnamon, a pinch of 
mixed spice, the grated rind of 
one lemon and a half ounce of 
finely chopped candied peel. 

Make up a flaky pastry and 
roll it out to about three-six- 
teenths of an inch thick. Cut it 
in rounds about four inches in 
diameter. Put two or three tea- 
spoons of the mixture on each 
round, bring it together and 
seal. With the smooth side upper- 
most, put them on a gerased 
floured baking pan and bake in 


a quick oven, about 380 degrees, | 
for 15 to 20 minues, depending | 


on how thick you made them. 
THERE IS, on the other hand, 
nothing exotic about hoe cake. 
It's as American as corn bread, 
which it happens to be a form 
of, and right simple to make. It

Let it cook on one side and 
when it is done turn it over and 
brown the other side. Serve it 
very hot for breakfast 

Mrs. Martha Everett writes to 
inform us that hoe cake 
gets its name from the fact that 
in pioneer days it was cooked 
on a helveless (handleless) hoe 
over an open fire. And the 
Indians made the same thing 
and cooked them in hot ashes 
and they were known as ash 
cakes. 

Another hoe cake lover, 
Florence Vickrey, points out 
that thé batter mast be as thick 
as mashed potatoes, and that 
she usually sprinkles corn meal 
over the hot fat before spooning 
the batter.
